and meat to shoes, clothes and utilities directly rrom me boats. Merchants and customers sail 
'e *arge markets via the busy rivers and canals, and it is not unusual that people live most of 
• lives on these boats. 
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24. GIBRALTAR - the northernmost apes 

A little peninsula just south of Spain and right opposite 
Morocco in North Africa is Gibraltar, which in 1969 was 
given further powers of self-government. The country is 
only 6.5 square kilometres in size and only just over 31 ,000 
people live there, but it consists chiefly of a limestone rock 
425 metres high, connected to the Spanish mainland by a 
long, low tongue of sand. On the rocks live the only apes in 
Europe, the long-haired tallest Makaks.

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38. SYRIA - the oldest capital 

The oldest capital city in the world is Dimashq (Damascus) 
in Syria, which has had people living in it for about 4,500 
years. In 1929, in the Syrian town of Ras Shamra (once 
called Ugarit), scientists also discovered the world's oldest 
alphabet. It consists of 32 letters, which were written on a 
clay tablet about 3,500 years ago. Today, Syria has over 13 
million people.

Part of the country 
was once covered by rain forest, but more and more of the 
forest is being cleared to create land for the growing of nee.

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36. THE PHILIPPINES - the deepest chasm 

The Philippines Islands are an independent state in the 
Pacific Ocean. Just off the Philippines is the deepest 
chasm in the world. The bottom of the “Philippine Trench" 
is 10,000 metres below the surface of the sea. The 
Philippines consist of over 7,000 islands of which two, 
Luzon and Mindanao, together make up more than 65 per 
cent of the country's total area. In the area there are a lot of 
volcanoes, of which 20 are still active.

Malaysia is in the middle of Southeast Asia, and consists of 
West Malaysia in the southern part of the Malacca 
Peninsula and East Malaysia in the northern part of the 
island of Borneo. Malaysia has a tropical climate and its 
natural vegetation is rain forest. Only 1 0 per cent of the land 
is farmed, and by far the greater part of this is used for the 
planting of rubber trees. About 41 per cent of the world 
production of natural rubber, which among other things is 
used for tyres, comes from Malaysia. 
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44. MONGOLIA - the best riders 

Today Mongolia is the seventh largest country in the world 
in area, but this gigantic state between China and Russia 
has only 2.3 million inhabitants. However, about 2.2 million 
horses live there too. It is therefore not surprising that the 
people of Mongolia are considered to be the best riders in 
the world. Children have their own horse when they are only 
three, and when they are six they go on long-distance 
horse races of up to 20 kilometres. 
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43. SINGAPORE - the biggest port 

Singapore is made up of a main island and 
57 smaller islands. At present it has about 
4,000 people per square kilometre, so rt is

ships in it, loading or unloading goods. It is the biggest port in Southeast Asia and the second 
biggest in the world. The biggest is Rotterdam in Holland. 
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45. PAKISTAN - the land of irrigation

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40. GERMANY - the biggest car factories 

In 1 990 West Germany and East Germany 
were united to form a country that is now 
the biggest in Western Europe. Germany is 
one of the richest countries in Europe. The 
biggest car factory in the world is Volkswagenwerk in Wolfsburg, Germany, which has 63,000 
workers and can produce 4,000 new cars a day. Almost all the cars are exported to other countries. 



41. JORDAN - the oldest dam 

The world’s oldest known dam was 
discovered in 1974 at Jawa in Jordan, by a 

team of British archaeologists. The dam, 

which is of earth with walls built up of stone, is over 5,000 years old. Today Jordan is a kingdom. 
Its only connection with the sea is through the Aqabah Gulf to the Red Sea. Most of the country 
is made up of highlands 1 500-1600 metres above sea level, and only 6 per cent of it is farmed. 
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42. IRAN - the biggest lake 

The biggest lake in the world is a salt lake called “the 
Caspian Sea", that borders on Iran, Russia, Azerbaijan, 
Turkmenistan and Kazakhstan. It covers an area of 371 ,000 
square metres, and the lake is actually so big that it could 
contain the whole of Great Britain. Many thousands of years 
ago, the Caspian Sea was connected to the Mediterranean, 
but since it was cut off and became a lake, the water has 
become more and more salty because of evaporation. 
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49. OMAN - gateway to the Gulf 

Oman lies on the western sea approach to 
the Persian Gulf, 45.000 square Kilometres 
of it, or one sixth of its total area, is made

Peru is on the Pacific coast of South America. The name 
Peru actually means “plenty" and has its origin in the 
wealth of earlier times, during the Inca period. The Incas 
were the last original Indian civilisation in South America. 
The Inca empire was destroyed about 400 years ago, after 
the Spanish had conquered the country. Today there are 
about 22 million people in Peru, of which many are 
descendants of the original Incas. 
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51 . PORTUGAL - many fishermen

Monaco is probably best known for its annual Formula One car race 
which takes place over a 3.3 kilometre circuit in the streets of the capital Monte Carlo. Every year 
the race attracts over 100,000 spectators, though Monaco itself has a population of only 28,000. 
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47. KENYA - most wild animals 

In East Africa, out towards the Indian 
Ocean, is the state of Kenya, which is 

mostly covered by extensive grassland. — 

Here lives Africa's largest and most varied population of wild animals, and very large national 
parks have been set up around the country as natural reserves to protect them. Today tourism 
is a very important source of income for the country not least because of the national parks. 
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48. NEPAL - the highest mountain 

Mount Everest, which at 8,848 metres is the highest 
mountain in the world, is to be found in the Himalayas, the 
world's biggest mountain chain. The Himalayas are 
situated on the border between the countries of Nepal, 
China and Bhutan, so Nepal is very mountainous and has 
one of the highest altitudes in the world. Many mountain- 
climbing expedition set out from the capital Katmandu 
every year. 
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55. ANTARCTICA - world of cold 

In fact Antarctica is not a country, but a 
whole continent. Its total area is 14,000,000 square kilometres, but no people live there excec' 
some scientists on mission. Located at the South Pole, Antarctica is the southernmost part of t* - ** 
world, and the temperature in winter can go right down to minus 89 degrees Celsius. Althougr 
no country owns Antarctica, many have laid claim to the area, and abou t 20 countries have base* 
for scientific research.

Turkey is actually situated in both Europe and Asia, 
because a small part of the country lies on the European 
Balkan Peninsula, while the rest of Turkey, cut off by the 
strait called the Bosporus, is in Asia Minor.

According to official sources, Switzerland is the richest 
nation in the world. In 1992 it had a gross national product 
of 32,790 US dollars for each inhabitant. For comparison, 
the poorest country in the world has a gross national 
product of only 80 US dollars per inhabitant. Switzerland is 
also one of the world’s most industrialised countries, and 
the sophisticated and very accurate Swiss watches are 
famous all over the world. 
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54. TUNISIA - olive oil 

Tunisia, with its capital Tunis, is the smallest of the 
countries of North Africa, but it is one of the most densely 
populated areas with about 40 people to the square 
kilometre. The people are Arabs. Most of the population is 
involved in farming, and today Tunisia is the world’s largest 
exporter of olive oil. Big oilfields in the southern part of the 
country also make a major contribution to the economy.
